History of the Crime as Gathered From the 
Newspapers and the Prisoner's State- 
ments—Other Criminal News. 


—_— 


CHARLESTON, S. C., June 23.—[Special.}— 
The trial of McDow will begin today. 

A few moments after 3 o'clock on the after- 
noon of March 12th, Captain Francis Warring- 
ton Dawson, the editor of the News and Cour- 
ler, left his office. He was never seen alive 
agaip by any of his friends. About 7 o’clock 
the same evening hiscorpse was discovered in 
the office of Dr. "Tr. B. McDow, his murderer. 
The story of the murder was published at the 
time of the tragedy, but owing to the fact that 
the only eye-witness of the affair was the 
slayer, it has been impossible to givea con- 


nected account of the affair. The court at 


which the trial is to take place convenes in 
this city-on the 17th. The jury which is to try 
the case is composed of a panel in which there 
are twenty-one white men and fourteen negrocs 
and mulattoes. 

The following narrative of the crime, gath- 
ered from the local papers, will be interesting 
at this time: 

Captain Dawson, whose family had spent 
two years in Switzerland, on their return 
to Charleston, brought with them a young 
Swiss woman who had been employed a3 a 
roverness and attendant for the children. The 
family resided on Bull street near Rutledge 
street, while McDow occupied a house on Kut- 
ledge street, the lots of the two residences 
nearly adjoining in the rear. Shortly before 
the tragedy it had been brought to the atten- 
tion of Captain Dawson that this young wo- 
man, a stranger in America, and for whose 
conduct he held himself responsible, was con- 
ducting herself in a manner that demanded 
his immediate attention. He engaged the 
services of a detective, and soon found out that 
McDow was following the girl. On the 
day of the murder, the detective re- 
ported that the maid had taken 
an uptown car. at Iiutlege street, 
and that he had followed her; that Dr. Me« 
Dow had also boarded the car and had ridden 
with her to the upper terminus; that the two 
had got out of the car here and had strolled 
around the unfrequented streets in the norths 
western section of the city 

This report was handed to Captain Dawson 
just before he left his otfice, on his way to 
dipners He rode up in a street car, and 
lighting at McDow’s residence, entered his 
oifice about 3:20 p.m. What took place in 
that office is known only to the murderer, who 
nearly four hours afterward, got into his buggy 
and surrendered himself to the police, stating 
that he had shot Captain Dawson. From all 
accounts, the fatal shot was fired about 38:20 
}. m., Anuiorfour hours the murderer was 
locked up 1n his office with the corpse of the 
murdered inan. 

M’DOW’S STATEMENT. 

McDow made so many different statements 
about the killing that is ditlicult to get a con- 
nected narrative, 

Here, however is the statement made by 
him to the reporter of a friendly newspaper on 
the night of the murder: 

“T was standing in the vestibule of my oflice, 
75. Rutledge street, west side, second house 
from the corner of Bull, at about 3 o’clock 
this aftornoon, when a gentleman arproached 
me and inquired if I was Dr. McDow, 

Yes,’ I responded, ‘fam Dr. McDow.’ 

“*T am Captain Dawson.’ 

“*Walk in, captaufn,’ whereupon Captain 
Dawson entered my ofiice. As soon as he was 
well inside he said: 

* “Dor, McDow, you have been using ungen- 
tlemanly language to one of my servants.’ 

“This I denied,” the captain ¢ continued. ‘T 
forbid you speaking toher.’ ‘I will speak to 
her when I ple asé, I re pile d 

cee you spe: ik to herl will publish you in 
the paper 

“‘*If you do I will hold you personally 
responsible.’ 

‘“T shall speak to her until you show me that 
you have proper authority to prevent me. 

‘*As soon as I uttered these words, Ca 
Dawson, Who was Standing in front 
struck me @ staggering blow on the chest,

“While trying to recover myself, and seeing 
him in the actof aiming another blow at me 
with his cane, I managed to go around to my 
desk and get my pistol, a self-cocking five 
si oter of thirty-six or thirty-eight calibre. 

‘As soon as I got the pistolin my hand, and 
burning under the blows I had received by 
ist and cane, I fired at Captain Dawson, and

HIDING HIS VICTIM, 

Although the murder must have been com- 
mitted before 4p. m., the news of it did not 
get out until about 7 p. m. 

A revolting feature of the dreadful tragedy 
is the fact that the body of the murdered man 
yas left lying in the office of his murderer for 
three hours or more, 

The next day, however, the time was ac- 
counted for. 

The murderer had made a futile effort to 
conceal his crime; to bury the body of his vic 
tim. The oftice in which the tragedy oc: asred | 
opens intoa hailway. In this hall thereisa 
stairway to the tloor. above, which is in two 
sections. Under these stairs there is a closet, 
the door of which is little more than three feet 
high. Toenter this, one has almost to creep 
on his-hands and knees. It is pe rfectly dark, 
and has a damp, unwholesome smell. It is 
such a place as would have been selected for 
such an object. It is peculiarly fitted for the 
concealment of a crime. A small duvor, a lit- 
tle overthree feetin height by twoin width, 
opens under the stairway. 

There are many facts which point indis- 
putably to the conclusion that Dr. McDow 
attempted to dig a grave for Lis victim under 
the stiarway in this little closet. ‘The greatest 
isthat the tloor of that part which 1s under 
the first section is torn up,and was found 
loosely replaced by the geutleman who made 
the investigation.

Failing ia 
his efforts to bury the body, McDow coolly 
washed up the blood stains, arranged the 
corpse, laid it out on the floor, and finally 
about 7 p. m. called for his buggy and drove 
to the residence of his lawyer, Ex~Judge 
Magrath, after which he proceeded to the 
police station and surrendered himself. 

The theo ry that Captain Dawson knocked 
MeDow down, and was shot while caning him, 
is ~ believed by the friends of the murdered 
man. They believe that Captain Dawson was 
mt sdered While his back was turned to his 
murderer, and claim that the positioneof the 
~ “pe will show this to be the case, 

icDow has an unsavory reputation. He 
married the daughter of a respectable retired 
merchant here, and the young wife's married 
life has not been particularly happy. He said 
bit mself on the night of the murder that he 
had been a little excited bya “little un pleas. 
antness he had just had with his wife,” and it 
is known that his wife had left the house just 
about the time of the murder, whether belaes 
or after has not yet been dey eloped. 

In an interview publishe: { in an afterncon 
paper here, the d: ty after the murder, McDow 
IS reported as saying that the one weakness of 
his life had been his fondness for women, and 
he referred quite pleasantly to several “affairs” 
that he had had with various women. 

THE INQUEST. 

Atthe inquest very little was brought out, 
save the killing, which McDow admitted, and 
the evidence of the attempt to bury the body 
in the closet in the rear of the oftico. George 
W. Harper, a negro hack driver, who says he 
was near the scene of the murder, heard @ 
pistol shot in McDow'’s office, followed by 
groans. He reported it toa policeman, who, 
however, seems to have taken no steps to enter 
the oftice. Moses Johnson, McDow’s negro 
driver, who is indicted with MeDow as an ac- 
cessory before the fact, swore that he knew 
nothing about it beyond hearing the pistol 
shot. 

Einma Drayton, McDow’s cook, swore 

that she heard the pistol shot. Iler testimon 
connected the mysterious Miss Smith with 
the event. Miss Smith, she said, came to 
MeDow’s house about 6 o’clock, and told her 
that Dr. McDow had got her to come over and 
stay until he could give himself up, because 
he had killed '*lr.”” Dawson. 
‘There were many rumors out atthe time, 
One was to the effect that Captain Dawson 
had lived for nearly an hour after he received 
his death wound, and was heard to ask for a 
glass of water. Surgeons say, however, that 
that could hardly have been the case, if the 
bullet, as stated in the post mortem, had cut 
the vena cava. 

The French maid, who was primarily the 
cause of the tragedy, and in protecting whovxe 
reputation Captain Mawson was Slain, is stall 
an inmate of his hous: 

It is said that the ds efe nse will putupa plea 
of self-defense, but this, of course, is only 
rumor. The awkward and damning fact t iat 
the murderer loc! ked himself up with his vie- 
tim for nearly four hours; that hetried to 
bury the bo dy ii in order to conceal his crime; 
and the horrible fact that during those hours 
the poor wife and children of the murdcred 
man were in sight almost of the dark closet in 
which the murderer was trying to hide the 
body, remain to be reconciled to the theory of 
seif-defense.

He secured the control of the army, 
and the friendship of certain political lead- 
ers, and made himself practically dictator. 
His government became an absolute des-

himself in office for consecutive terms under 
the constitution, but he eae to. fill 
every alternate term with a president who 
was a weak tool under his control. 

About two years ago the general piaced 
Dr. Paul in the presidential chain, and went 
to Paris as envoy extraordinary to negotiate 
loans and settle certain differences with the 
European powers, 

After waiting a while, President Paul de- 
termined to counteract the despotic in- 
fluence of the absent dictator by removing 
friends who held high positions 

The general sent cut protests 
from Paris, but they were not heeded. 
Finally, on the occasion of a 
holiday the people decorated the statues of 
Bolivar, and attempted to pull down the 
images of Guzman-Blanco. 

When he heard of these proceedings the 
tyrant wrote President Paul a letter full of 
threats and The president then 
sent to congress his resignation, This 
action threw the cityinto atumult. Twenty 
thousand citizens paraded the streets de- 
nouncing Guzman-Blanco and applauding 
Paul. They invaded ress and carried 
that body off tothe palace. Several fiery 
orators addressed the crowd, and Dr. Paul 
gracefully yielded to the popular will and 
withdrew his resignation.
